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T1?£ &ross earnings for 1878 were more than 47 per cent, 
larger than those of 1877, while the per centage of operating 
# expenses was nearly three per cent. less. The net earnings 
•Of this year were more than 55 per cent, larger than those of 
1877. The net earnings per mile of road operated were 
33J per cent, greater than in 1877. 

These figures show that your road has had a year of 
remarkable prosperity. 

The reports of the Vice-President and General Manager, 
and of the Land Commissioner, present in full detail infor- 
mation which we trust will be satisfactory to the stock- 
holders of the Company. 

EXTENSIONS. 

The extensions into Colorado and New Mexico have made 
fair progress during the year. Before the close of 1879, the 
road will be completed to the Rio Grande River. Surveys 
are now being made, and before the river is reached plans 
will be matured for further extensions. 

SECURITIES. 

For the past three or four years, the market price of our 
securities has been far below their real value as estimated 
by the Board. During the year they have advanced rapidly, 
and now occupy the place in public confidence to which 
they are entitled by their merits. 

THE OUTLOOK. 

The rapid settlement along our line, and the extensions 
of the road into new territory both in Kansas and beyond, 
must largely increase our local and through business, and 
the Board are confident that the earnings of the road will 
continue to increase for many years. 
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LEGISLATION. 

Your Directors would express their gratification at the 
refusal of the Legislature of Kansas to interfere with the 
management of railroad property in the State. The rights 
of stockholders have been respected, and the principle that 
railroad property is entitled to the same protection which is 
accorded to other property has been recognized. Oppressive 
legislation was attempted, but wise counsels prevailed, and 
the State has declared that fair and equitable treatment of 
its people by any railroad corporation will be met by just 
and fair treatment on the part of the State. 

The Directors believe that so long as the Company is care- 
ful to make its rates for transportation fair and reasonable, 
there is no occasion to fear any unreasonable interference 
with the Company's rights by the Legislature of Kansas.

Note.— It will be seen by reference to page 69 of the Annual Report for 1877, that 
the total engine mileage for the year was 1,796,569 miles, of which 243,070 miles were 
run on switching construction and repair account, which was apportioned to freight 
and passenger trains. In the figures given in this report, the mileage of revenue 
trains only is used. 

Also, in 1877, constructive mileage was allowed in computation of train and 
engine mileage. The distances between Kansas City and Topeka, Topeka and Em- 
poria Junction, Emporia Junction and Newton, were each estimated as one hundred 
miles, adding about fifty per cent, to the mileage of all trains between Kansas City 
and Newton. On this account, no comparison is made between the figures for 1877 
and 1878 where train mileage is involved. 

In this statement, actual mileage only is used.

It may be unnecessary to say, in explanation of the in- 
crease in this item of expense this year, that the track was 
in immediate need of thorough overhauling and repair. In 
previous years, while the track was new and business light, 
the expense for repairs was naturally small, and under the 
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rigid economy which the finances of the road required, it 
was impracticable to put into repairs what was actually 
necessary to keep the track up under its annual deteriora- 
tion. Under the circumstances, this was at that time the 
wisest course ; but with the increase of business and more 
rapid wear of the road-bed and track, thorough repair could 
be postponed no longer with safety. 

During the past year, there have been 23.11 miles track 
relaid with steel on main line, and 26.55 on the K. C. T. 
& W. Branch; 8.47 miles have been relaid with re-rolled 
iron on the main line, and 1.34 on the K. C. T. & W. 
Branch; 11.62 miles of new side tracks have been laid, and 
189,462 new ties put in the track. 

During the last three months of the year, a large amount 
of labor was expended in ditching and overhauling stone 
ballast which was not yielding satisfactory results, the cost 
of which labor will ensure a future saving of wear of rails 
and rolling stock. 

It is proper to say that the track is in very much better 
condition than at the beginning of the year, and that much 
of the improvement is of a permanent nature. 

Much yet remains to be done to put the whole line in first- 
class condition, and the expense for this work will continue 
heavy for some time to come. 

BRIDGES. 

The total charge to the account of repairs and renewal of 
bridges is $86,635.40. The term of service of wood bridges 
on this line being estimated at eight years, it will be seen 
that many of those first constructed require renewal. As 
far as practicable, the new work is of more permanent and 
substantial character than that it replaces. 

3 
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Old bridges have been replaced by new ones as follows : — 
Kansas River, Topeka, one new iron span with masonry. 
Bridge 102, near Peabody, replaced by a Howe truss 

nearly double the length of the old bridge, with substantial 

masonry. 

Bridge 104, near Peabody, new masonry completed for 
Pratt truss 100 feet long. The old masonry and super- 
structure of both bridges were washed out by a freshet in 
June. 

One new pile bridge near Atchison and five new pile 
bridges near Hutchinson. One small iron girder bridge 
near Topeka and one near Peabody replace old wood ones. 

On K. C. T. & W. Division : — 

Bridge 26, pile trestle, near Turner's, replaced with three- 
span truss bridge, with substantial masonry. 

Bridge 39, near Choteau, Howe truss, replaced with Pratt 
iron truss. 

Bridge 66, near Eudora, stone culvert, replaced by iron 
plate girder on masonry. 

A small portion of the cost of this work has been charged 
to construction, but $29,849.59 is charged to repairs, and the 
balance of the total amount charged to repairs was incurred 
for general repair and necessary masonry along the line.

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An increase in this item of expenses may be expected the 
coming year, as there are several important structures need- 
ing renewal. 

BUILDINGS. 

But few new buildings have been erected during the year. 
The repair account is due to renewals and additions to plat- 
forms, and painting and otherwise improving existing 
buildings. 

A considerable amount of work has been done on the 
construction of new engine-house, coal-chutes, and office 
building at Nickerson. 

Besides this, the new buildings are station houses at 
Scranton, Offerle, and Dixon, and section houses at Burns, 
Aubrey, and Sargent. Stock yards have been put in at 
Florence, and the yards at Ray more, Bel ton, Lawrence, and 
Reading have been renewed, and enlarged.

MACHINE SHOPS. 

A want long felt in this respect has been supplied the 
past year by the purchase of a large building and twelve 
acres of ground at Topeka, for the principal machine-shops 
of the company. The building was erected by the King 
Bridge Company in 1872, is of brick and substantially built, 
and is most favorably arranged for our purpose, giving us a 
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central main building 80x162 for the machine-room ; a wing 
75x144 for locomotive repair work ; another of the same 
size for blacksmith and boiler-shop; and a third 125x299 
for car work and paint-shop, with ample office room in the 
main building. The building had been unoccupied for sev- 
eral years, and repairs were necessary; which, with the neces- 
sary changes and additions to adapt it to our use, have been 
made : and we now have shops ample for our wants and as 
well adapted for our use as if erected for that special 
purpose. 

New machinery essential to economical work has been 
purchased, and the tools and machinery will be removed 
from the old shops as soon as possible. A little more land, 
and some additional machinery and tools will be required to 
perfect the establishment.

Change of method of operating and of location of many 
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of the tanks should be made the coming year. The service 
at many of the water stations is exceedingly unsatisfactory 
by reason of location, quality or insufficiency of water. 

CATTLE GUARDS AND FENCES. 

Snow-fences should be renewed and increased at cuts, and 
in view of the number of cattle killed and injured, which 
will increase with additional business and trains, and as the 
country is occupied, we should begin to fence the track 
against stock, commencing at the most dangerous points. 

ROLLING STOCK. 

Locomotives. — Owing to the great increase of tonnage, our 
engines have been worked beyond their capacity, making 
frequent repairs necessary. They are now, however, in 
better general condition than at the beginning of the year ; 
and the cost of repairs per mile run has been less by one- 
half cent than during 1877.

It will be noticed that while the cost of fuel has been 
reduced, the cost per mile run has increased. This is owing 
largely to the heavier trains and consequently harder work 
required of the engines, and is still further explained by the 
note on page 16 of this statement. 
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Referring to the mileage of cars, it will be seen that the 
cost of fuel per car per mile run during 1877 was .00819, 
and during 1878 was .00748, a reduction per mile of .00071.

Repairs of passenger cars show a small increase, but not 
greater than the increased age of the cars would naturally 
call for. 

In 1877 our freight car mileage was 14,717,413 miles, and 
in 1878 it was 23,468,030 miles. With such greatly in- 
creased mileage, the repairs would of necessity be consider- 
ably increased ; but the rate per mile run is very low, being, 
as shown above, only three-tenths of one cent. A large 
proportion of the repairs was put upon cars of foreign roads. 

In 1877 the mileage of foreign freight cars was 21 9-10 per 
cent, of the whole, and in 1878 it had increased to 42 1-2 per 
cent., showing the necessity for a very considerable increase 
of this class of our cars.

CASUALTIES. 

There were nine fatal casualties during the year, but 
none of them owing to accidents to trains : — 

One passenger, a little girl, who fell between a caboose 
and freight car while alighting from the train. She was 
run over and killed. 
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Four employees were killed while engaged in their duties 
about trains, and four persons were run over and killed on 
the track. 

STRIKE OF ENGINEERS AND FIREMEN. 

On the 4th of April, most of the engineers and firemen 
in the service of the Company, without notice to us or 
demand of any kind made upon us, unexpectedly left their 
engines and refused to return to duty. The singular char- 
acteristic of this strike was, that no grounds were assigned 
for it, no complaints preceded it, no committee of the men 
ever presented any grievances to the General Manager or 
the General Superintendent. The results were a general 
suspension of the Company's business from April 4th to 
April 9th, a cost to the Company of several thousand dollars 
for repair of damage to its rolling-stock, and a loss of their 
situations to the men engaged in it. 

A large body of tramps and vagabonds were attracted 
here by the strike, and many of the miners along the line 
were ready to join in the riotous proceedings. The danger 
was averted and the strike suppressed by the prompt and 
decisive interference of the Governor, Hon. Geo. T. An- 
thony. Neither the State of Kansas nor the Company can 
estimate at too high a value the action of the Governor in 
thus protecting the property of the Company and upholding 
the good name of the State. 

LAND DEPARTMENT. 

The sales of the land department during the year just 
closed have been 267,282 acres, the largest sales of any year 
since the Company's lands were offered to the public. Be- 
sides this amount of Company's land, there have been some- 
thing over 1,350,000 acres of government and school lands 
taken up by settlers during the year, representing a total of

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not less than 10,000 new farms under cultivation, the prod- 
ucts of which will find their way to market over our road, 
— a very gratifying assurance of increase of business in the 
future. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

It having been determined to extend the Pueblo and 
Arkansas Valley Railroad from La Junta to the boundary 
line of Colorado and New Mexico, to connect at that line 
with a road to be constructed in a south-westerly direction 
by a company called the New Mexico and Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, organized in our interest, the necessary 
preparations were made ; and on the 26th February we took 
possession of the Raton Pass, the only practical route for a 
railroad over the Raton Mountains, and commenced the 
work of construction. Our possession was disputed for a 
time by the Denver and Rio Grande Railway Company, but 
later that company retired from the contest, and work on 
the new line has steadily progressed. On the 1st Septem- 
ber the line was open to Trinidad, Colorado, 80.5 miles from 
La Junta. The construction of the tunnel through the 
higher part of the mountain occupying more time than was 
contemplated, a switch-back track was laid over the summit 
of the mountain, 15.7 miles south of Trinidad, and on the 
7th December the first car passed into New Mexico. It is 
expected the N. M. & S. P. Road will be completed to Las 
Vegas, 116.6 miles south of the boundary line, by the 15th 
July, 1879. 

LEADVTLLE EXTENSION. 

The extension of the P. & A. V. Road to Leadville being 
decided on, and the Grand Canon of the Arkansas River 
presenting the only feasible route, possession was taken of 
the Qafion the 19th April. The right to the Canon has been 
vigorously contested by the D. & R. G. Railway Company, 
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both by force and in the United States Courts, where it is 
still undetermined; but work has steadily continued, and 
we shall be laying track through the Canon in March, and 
hope to reach Leadville by the 1st October, 1879. 

DENVER & RIO GRANDE RAILWAY. 

A lease of this road to our Company having been exe- 
cuted on the 19th October, possession was given to us the 
14th December, since which date it has been operated by us. 
The time it has been in our hands has been so short that it 
has not been thought best to include any statement of its 
business or operations in this report. 

TELEGRAPH. 

The necessities of our telegraph business have increased 
so much as to require a third wire from Topeka to Nicker- 
son, which has been added at a cost of $6,023.00, and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company is now supplying ma- 
terial for a second line from Dodge to Pueblo. 

BUSINESS. 

The shipments of cattle were something less than during 
1877, owing to low price in the markets ; but the difference 
was quite small, while the general increase in stock ship- 
ments was very large. 

Wheat shipments were very largely increased, and will 
probably be less during the coming year, as the acreage of 
wheat sown is considerably reduced. But the loss in this 
grain will be more than made up in other agricultural 
products, and if the season proves favorable we shall have 
no reason to anticipate any reduction in our local earnings, 
while the emigration setting in to the mining regions of 
Colorado should add to our through business.

1,282,046 acres of Government Land, tributary to the 
line of our road, were taken up by settlers in 1878. Eighty 
per cent, of these were taken outside of the limits of the 
Land Grant, and the balance within limits of Grant in 
western part of Ford and in Foote Co's. In addition to the 
Government Land, there were taken about 75,000 acres 
School Lands and 267,282 acres Railroad Land, making a 
total of 1,624,328 acres taken.
